Of those on strike, 37 were ar- 
rested, 11 went back to work, and 
the rest quit, walking out peaceably. 

Women laundry workers walked 

out in mass, declaring that they 
would go on relief rather than work 
under present conditions. 

Anding the reinstatement of 
17 workers arrested during a strike 
Monday, 200 maintenance workers 
began the second strike early yes- 
terday afternoon, sitting down in 
the corridor, basement, laundry and 
dietary kitchen of the institution 
at 555 Prospect Pl., Brooklyn.

An appeal for medical aid to Spain is made

WILKE’S LETTER 


“Last night I had my first decent night's 
sleep in two weeks.

At the beginning of the war, Marx and Engels, speaking 
for the First International, declared that it will be in the interests 
of both French and German workers to have Napoleon III defeated 
since he represented a reactionary force both against the French 
people and against the unified, democratic Germany. 

However, when the Prussian generals began to invade France 
in an open war of conquest, Marx and Engels changed their position 
and declared that the International must work with the German 
workers against the Prussian generals fighting against the Bismarck 
generals to set up a democratic Germany, and that the German 
workers, members of the victorious country, must help their French 
fellow-workers to establish their own French Republic against the 
defeated Louis Napoleon, whom the Prussian troops were attempting 
te place back into power! 

At every stage of the struggle, Marx and Engels bitterly and 
mercilessly fought against the Proudhonist anarchists who, in the 
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International into the People's Front 


down the precise relationship which exists 
between the interests of the working class as a part of the interna- 
interests as part of a given nation. 
that the working class is the true rep- 
resentative of the whole nation, and the best defender of the real 
interests of the nation which coincide with the interests of the 
majority of the people, not the handful of ruling capitalists who 
falsely speak in the name of the nation. 
With the Prussian armies moving on Paris in the first stage of 
the war, Marx wrote: . 

“The French working class moves under circumstances of 
extreme difficulty. Any attempt at upsetting the new govern- 
ment in the present crisis, when the enemy is almost knocking at 
the doors of Paris, would be a desperate folly. The French work- 
ingmen must perform their duties as citizens; but at the same 
time they must not allow themselves to be swayed by the national 
souvenirs of 1792, as the French peasants allowed themselves to be 
deluded by the national souvenirs of the First Empire. They 
have not to recapitulate the past, but to build the future. Let 
them calmly and resolutely improve the opportunities of Re- 
publican liberty, for the work of their own class organization. 
It will gift them with fresh Herculean powers for the regenera- 
tion of France and our common task, the emancipation of labor. 

» Upon their energies and their wisdom hangs the fate of the 

Republic.” . 
The treachery of the French financiers and bourgeois ministers 
forced the Parisian working class to continue.this task outlined to 
them by Marx, but this time in the fires of uprising against the 
combined Prussian and French nationalist troops. “The surrender 
of Paris by surrendering to Prussia,” wrote Marx on May 30, 1871, 
two days after the subjugation of the city in blood, “closed the long- 
continued intrigues of treason with the enemy... . On the other hand, 
it initiated the civil war they were now to wage with the assistance 
of Prussia against the Republic and against Paris. . . it was only 
by the violent overthrow of the Republic that the appropriators of 
wealth could hope to shift on the shoulders of its producers the cost 
of a war which they, the appropriators, had originated. Thus the 
immense ruin of France spurred on these patriotic representatives 
of land and capital, under the very eyes and patronage of the in- 
vader, to graft upon the foreign war- a civil war—a slave-holders’ re- 
dellion.“

ciers did not scruple, then, to prey on the “ruin of France” and did 
not hesitate to let loose the horrors of civil war. Does not the con- 
vulsive struggle of Spain come to mind as one reads these words of 
Marx? With the necessary revisions for modern conditions, is it 
not the treachery of Spanish fascism that is excoriated here? 

The French financial ruling cliques, headed by the Minister 
Thiers, had thus become the traitors to France and to the Republic.

¢ Congressman John T. Bernard has made 
the clearest and sharpest exposure of the 
McReynolds so-called Neutrality Bill, now 
being debated in the House. 

The most telling indictment aganst this 
measure is that it fails utterly to differ- 
entiate between the aggressor Fascist na- 
tions, deliberately plotting to drive the world 
into a new war, and the nations picked for 
the victims of the Fascist dictators. 

Thus, not only is it based on a wrong 
premise, but it dangerously prevents Amer- 
icans from giving aid to democratic nations 
attacked by Fascists from within and with- 
out. As Senator Nye has characterized this 
provision, it is “un-neutral neutrality.”

„ If the People’s Front government of 
France falls, then the fascists would have 
achieved their aim in the bloody provoca- 
tions at Clichy. 

But what is more likely than a collapse 
of the anti-Pascist unity of the French people is « 
more concerted drive to destroy the Fascist gangs of 
de la Rocque and de Kerellis. 


Having failed by means of their monetary panic, 
the 200 rich families of France, who stand back of 


the Croix de Feu (and its legal disguise the 
French Party), evidently 
determined, on another Feb- 


ruary, 1934, incident to wash 
* out the People’s Front in a 
stream of proletarian blood. 
When the Blum government 
ordered the nationalization of 
the Creusot Iron Works of the 
fabulously rich Schneider 
munitions family the finance 
capitalist of France felt that 
the People’s Front program 
meant what it said. 
Imagine the indignation, say, 
of the duPonts here if their 
largest munitions plant were ordered taken over and 
their blood-profits eliminated? Would they stop at 
enlisting every gangster in the United States to begin 
a bloody provocation against any political grouping 
courageous enough to take that step? 
Having that in mind, we can then understand the 
real origin of the Clichy events of Tuesday.

Clichy is the brightest red bead in the 8 
necklace that. graces the neck of Paris. Why did 
Fascists suddenly decide to hold a demonstration in 
Clichy and show so peaceful a fascist movie as one 
entitled “The Battle?” Certainly the 200 rich robbers 
of France having failed by their usual means through 
the control of the banks and the industries of France 
to break the People’s Front decided that the General 
Franco way Was necessary; and the first step for 
bloody civil war in France must be the overthrow of 
the Blum government. 

With surprising unanimity the American corre- 
spondents in Paris take up the Fascist slogan in 
France that “The Popular Front is finished.” Espe- 
cially the New York Times correspondent, fresh from 
propagandizing for General Franco in Spain, the re- 
doubtable George Axlesson, seems to get the greatest 
pleasure in the anticipation of a collapse of the Peo- 
ple’s Front. However, De la Rocque, de Kerellis and 
their advertisers are celebrating and hoping a little 
too early. 


That the hated Garde Mobile, the semi-military 
police of France, the creature of past reactionary gov- 
ernments, took up the Fascist provocation and wan- 
tonly shed the workers’ blood is clear. But that the 
provocation of the Fascists and the Massacre’ by the 
Guard Mobile will be followed accommodatingly by 
the end of C nist-Socialist collaboration will ré- 
main only the substance of the wildest dreams of Hit- 
leres agents in France. 


Proof that the Cliche Massacre was an out-and- 
out Fascist plot is seen in the cable of John Elliot 
to the New York Herald Tribune. Mr. Elliot writes: 
“Clichy is a district almost exclusively Communist in

In Prance, the People’s Pront had weathered every 
artificially produced economic and monetary storm. 
Still more, the French People’s Front was gaining vic- 
tory after victory. Readers of this column will recall 
the bitter attacks of Le Temps, the leading Rightist 
newspaper against Blum because he refused to become 
another Ramsay MacDonald, and, despite his serious 
deviations on the Spanish issue, had remained more 
or less faithful to the People’s Front program. The 
last straw was, of course, the beginning of the nation- 
alization of the giant armament trusts. 


In Germany, Hitler assailed on all sides, in England 
and the United States, began to fear drastic isolation. 
What could be more valuable to world Fascism at this 
time than a bloody provocation in France, and the

Certainly the masses behind the People’s Front will 
not dissolve because of this provocation.

L’Humanite Cross Country Run be- 
fore 60,000 spectators at Paris re- 
cently. . 

More than 4,000 athletes from ten 
countries participated in this, the 
biggest of the annual five and a 
half mile races of the Unified French 
Labor Sports Federation. 


Serafim Snaminski, a young Mos- 
cow factory worker, repeated his 
great victory of last year, captur- 
ing first place again, in front of 
his brother George and Iwankowitz, 


fell to French runners. 

| Snaminski, a strapping athiete 
and one of the greatest long dis- 
tance runners in the Soviet Union. 
covered the 9.100 meter distance in 
27 minutes, 44 seconds, more than 
three minutes ahead of the next 
man. . 

In the women's event which wen 
for a distance of one and a half 
miles, Salzewa, 19-year-old Moscow 
girl, negotiated the distance in 7 
minutes, 235 seconds, to break the 
tape ahead of her compatriots Sobo- 
leva and Wassilyeva, and Mille. 
Berolini of Paris who finished in 
that order. 

The large Silver Cup donated by 
the L'Humanite, French Commu- 
nist newspaper, fell to the Soviet 
team, of seven men and three wo- 
men, who amassed a total of 44 
points. Second place fell te Spain, 
five points behind the U.S.. R. 
France finished third, Belgium 
fourth and Switzerland fifth.
